The above wero some of the questions which pu- 
pils of the public achoohi of Newport were asked to 
aniwer by Superintendent W. P. King, who com- 
piled statistics in an efTort to ascertain why «<"i»'' 
pupils were not efficient in their studies. The re- 
ralt of hia investigation in the grades from the 
first to the eighth astonished school commissioners 
of Newport At their meeting. The statistics show 
that: 

Twelve per cent of the boys in the lizth grade 

were cigarette smokers. 

Fifteen per cent of all the pupils in the public 
schools are without religious training. 

Seventy per cent attend churches and the othca 
fifteen per cent Iiave religions training, but do not 
attend churches. 

Two per cent of the boys who failed in their 
studies admitted they were members of gangs. 

The investigation covered the records of 2,034 
pupils. 

Ten per cent of the boys between the third and 

eighth grades admitted that some on in authority 
countenanced their being on the sUecls as late 
as 11 o'clock. Tlie report further stated that three 
per cent of the children who failed are either or- 
phans or tlieir parents are divorced. 

Superintendent King stated that his observa- 
tions had led him to believe that athletics has a ten- 
dency to keep pupils in the schools through the 
higher grades.
